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Food trucks 
fail inspection

Nearly a third 
didn’t meet 
fire safety 
standards

Almost one-third of the food 
trucks at this year’s What the 
Truck?! event failed random 
fire inspections sources have 
told Metro — information city 
officials were unable to confirm 
or refute Thursday. 

Two independent sources 
confirmed the information for 
Metro after the May 23 event 
at Churchill Square. 

“There were 30 per cent of 
the trucks that failed inspec¬ 
tions,” said one of the sources, 
who asked to not be identified. 

City spokeswoman Shani 


Gwin was unable to verify the 
numbers. 

Gwin did explain that the 
city’s food truck program is 
under review, that food trucks 
in Alberta have always had to 
meet provincial fire regulations 
and that since food trucks ar¬ 
rived on Edmonton’s streets, 
random fire-regulation inspec¬ 
tions have been taking place. 

One food truck operator 
paints a different picture. 

Matthew Hillam, owner of 
Street Eats food truck, says most 
of the trucks in the city have 
had a fire inspection, but not 
by the city — instead, by a third 
party, and is done only if they 
have a fire suppression system. 

And beyond a health inspec¬ 
tion by Alberta Health Services 
officials, Hillam says his truck 
wasn’t inspected for fire com¬ 
pliance by the city before it hit 
the streets. 

“They never verified any¬ 
thing else at all, which is a big 
problem,” said Hillam. 


In July 2014, a food truck in 
Philadelphia caught fire and 
its propane tanks subsequently 
exploded. Fire marshals ultim¬ 
ately determined a buildup of 
propane gas within the truck 
itself led to the explosion. 

Thirteen people were injured 
and two died. 

Gwin said the city is looking 
into “how we check right now” 
when it comes to fire inspec¬ 
tions of the approximate 70 
food trucks in Edmonton. 

“We’re looking into how 
we can effectively monitor 
and check these businesses to 
comply with the safety require¬ 
ments that have always been 
required,” she said. 

Mack Male, co-creator of 
What the Truck?!, said there’s 
a need for regular inspections 
by the city. 

“I think the city should be 
inspecting the trucks and mak¬ 
ing sure trucks are following 
the fire regulations each sea¬ 
son,” he said.

A downtown club shuttered 
two weeks ago in the wake 
of a shooting will be closing 
down permanently.

Bike lanes are here 
to stay, report says 


Once-contentious bike lanes 
on 95 Avenue should stay, ac¬ 
cording to a report set to go to 
city council next week. 

Many have called for the 
lanes to be relocated, but cyc¬ 
list Ed Jay, who uses the lanes 
a handful of times each week, 
said he just wants them made 
safer.

The “boys” toys and the “girls” 
toys are kept separate at Edmon¬ 
ton toy shops. Is that right or is 
it a rehc of the past? 

That’s what three University 
of Alberta students set out to 


ask when they surveyed 15 Ed¬ 
monton toy shops as part of the 
a project they call Beyond Pink 
and Blue. 

The students, who are in a 
second-year women and gender 
studies class, surveyed the stores 
and found the majority were bad 
at gender-neutrality — grading 
at a C or D level on a metric 
they devised. 

“We’re not trying to get rid of 
pink or blue,” said Patrick Foss, 
a member of the group. “We’re 
just saying you should be able 
to pick whatever items in the 
store you want to.” 


Foss said many of the stores 
had gender-neutral clothing, but 
only for newborns. 

Toys, he said, were often divid¬ 
ed into a “girls” or “boys” specific 
section. 

Using a rating system based 
on “yes” or “no” questions, the 
students inspected the stores 
in person to determine a final 
letter grade. 

“As an adult, you’re able to 
pick the clothes and ‘toys’ you 
want. But as a kid, your parents 
dress you as they see you so it 
limits it for people,” said Foss. 

The Alberta Art Galleiy and 


Audrey’s Bookstore received good 
marks from the students during 
their inspection for having a 
general-neutral section for toys 
and books. 

“Children get taught a lot by 
what they play with, so it’s veiy 
important,” said fellow group 
member Rachelle Renaud. 

The students are planning to 
continue the project by posting 
to social media and their website 
in hopes of enlightening retail¬ 
ers in the city, added Renaud. 

“We’ve received some great 
feedback and that’s encour¬ 
aging,” she said.

Canada’s big-city mayors want 
federal leaders to debate urban 
issues before voters go to the 
polls this fall. 

The mayors of Edmonton, Ot¬ 
tawa, Vancouver, Calgaiy and 
Toronto were all on hand at a 
press conference at the Shaw 
Conference Centre on Thursday 


to call for a national leaders’ 
debate on cities.

He said Canada is now an 
urban country and voters want 
solutions to the problems cit¬ 
ies face. 

“Canadians that are stuck 
right now in traffic jams across 
our cities want answers,” he 
said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said Can¬ 


ada is falling behind the rest 
of the world when it comes 
to infrastructure investment. 

“Compared to other G8 coun¬ 
tries, investment in infrastruc¬ 
ture in our cities is too low, and 
it needs to change,” he said. 

Iveson said big-city mayors 
are specifically concerned about 
transit. He said that while the 
$ 1-billion fund in this year’s 
federal budget is promising, 
it’s only a good start. 

Calgary Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi said federal leaders will 
have an electoral necessity to 
address these problems. 

“Whoever gets cities right, 
and particularly who figures out 
how to cut commute times and 
allows all Canadians to have a 
safe, decent place to live, gets 
to be prime minister.”

The Alberta government is 
taking a small step against 
climate change by boosting 
funding to help cities cut their 
greenhouse-gas emissions. 

Environment Minister 
Shannon Phillips announced 
a $2-million boost to the Mu¬ 
nicipal Climate Change Ac¬ 
tion Centre. 

In Edmonton, the program 
helped fund improvements to 
energy efficiency in buildings 
and the installation of solar 
panels at five community- 
league buildings. 

Phillips said the $2-million 
grant is just a part of what the 
new government hopes to do 
to show Alberta is commit¬ 
ted to dealing with climate 
change. 

“This is just one small step 
in our government’s overall 
commitment to providing real 
leadership on the environment 
and climate change,” she said. 

Phillips said that while the 
government is considering 
some of the larger options, 
such as increasing the prov¬ 
ince’s carbon levy, this is a pro¬ 
gram that is already working. 

“We wanted to ensure that 
our first steps on energy ef¬ 
ficiency had a proven track 
record of success, and that 
is what this program has,” 
she said. 

Helen Rice, president of the 
Alberta Urban Municipalities 
Association, which helps man¬ 
age the centre, said the pro¬ 
gram is as much about the 
bottom line as it is about the 
environment. 

“Not only does this program 
support building improve¬ 
ments ... the participating 
municipalities will also save 
on their energy bills.”

Retired pharmacist heads to help in Nepal

Taking stock of medical sup¬ 
plies and ensuring field hospi¬ 
tals have essentials are tasks 
Brander, 65, has become a pro 
at, thanks to nearly 18 years in 
the Canadian military working 
as a pharmacist. 

She’s retired now, but Brand¬ 
er hasn’t slowed down — in 
fact, on Thursday, she left Ed¬ 
monton for Nepal, for a one- 
month stint helping the Can¬ 
adian Red Cross set up a field 
hospital to care for victims of 


last month’s earthquake. 

Brander said she couldn’t 
wait to hit the ground in Nepal 
and take stock of the situation. 

“It’s just amazing. It’s lots 
of hard work, mentally and 
physically, but I totally enjoy 
working with other people,” 
said Brander, a grandma of five. 

After more than 40 years as a 
pharmacist, Brander decided to 
commit herself to helping with 
not-for-profit groups, including 
the Red Cross and Pharmacists 
without Borders. 

This is the second Red Cross 
mission she’s helped with. Her 
first was in Jordan, where she 
helped set up a field hospital 
for Syrian refugees. 

Before that, Brander worked 


with the Canadian military 
in Haiti and the Persian Gulf. 

No stranger to traveling into 
challenging situations, Brander 
said she’s ready to see what 
state post-earthquake Nepal 
is in. 

“I’ve even brought my (army) 
boots,” she said. 

“I can see (the Red Cross) 
is going to be depleting some 
of their medical supplies, so I 
can see now I’ll have to try and 
take stock. Eveiy disaster you 
can plan your kits forever, but 
everything depends on what 
cases and needs.” 

Even though the work can 
be upsetting, Brander said she 
there are often happy moments 
working in a field hospital. 


“I saw my first baby born 
in the Jordan hospital I was 
working in and it’s just veiy 
exciting to see the smile of 
moms when everything works 
out well,” she said. 

Packed with the essentials, 
Brander said she’s bringing 
one very important tool of the 
trade along for the mission. 

“I always bring my laugh¬ 
ter,” she said.

At this weekend’s craft beer 
festival, there will be plenty of 
unique brews to sample. 

But artisanal beer lovers are a 
curious bunch. For them, there’s 
Beer U. 

The light-hearted seminar 
looks at the history of beer, 
beer styles and how and what 
goes into making beer. 

A thriving group of suds afi¬ 
cionados, Edmonton Beer Geeks 
Anonymous, is testament to 
the rapidly growing craft beer 
movement, as is the Real Ale 
Fest each fall, which celebrates 
one-off, natural cask beers from 
Alberta craft brewers. 

“Last year we had 17 brew¬ 


eries at the event. It’s grown 50 
per cent year over year,” said 
Beer Geeks founding president, 
Shane Groendahl. 

The group has a sold-out 
slate of tasting events sched¬ 
uled through the summer, on 
board a streetcar parked atop 
the High Level bridge for what 
Groendahl calls “value added 
atmosphere.” 

Peter Johnston-Berresford 
said he wants his students to 
“ferment change in Alberta’s 
burgeoning craft beer industiy,” 
and he’s bringing that message 
(plus a few kegs of student-made 
brews) to the weekend craft 
beer event at the Edmonton 
Expo Centre. 

Johnston-Berresford is co¬

Attacking crows 
leave her cawed 


NESTING SEASON 

Dive-bombing 
birds have 
drawn blood

A Vancouver woman can’t keep 
count of the crows that have 
dive-bombed her in the past 
two years. 

Sophia Lindgren says she is 
almost frightened to walk out¬ 
side after the black birds have 
aggressively attacked her at least 
eight times in different parts 
of the city. 

“They dive bomb at me,” she 
told Metro. “It goes back and 
forth and goes ‘Caw! Caw!’ and 
it kind of swoops right over my 
head, and sometimes it scratch¬ 
es me.” 

The first attack happened 
in May last year when Lind¬ 
gren was walking out of her 
home in Mount Pleasant. Then 


it happened again in Kitsilano, 
Strathcona and Richmond. After 
nesting season ended, Lindgren 
forgot about the attacks. But last 
week, she said it started again. 

In one attack, she said a crow 
scratch left her bleeding. Al¬ 
though she wasn’t seriously in¬ 
jured, the repeated incidents 
are becoming “freaky,” she said. 

“I don’t think it’s a person¬ 
al vendetta,” she said. “I don’t 
think I’ve done anything to piss 
off a crow, but I don’t know.” 

Derek Matthews, chairman of 
the Vancouver Avian Research 
Centre, said it’s possible that 
at some point Lindgren did do 
something that has crows hold¬ 
ing a grudge against her. 

“If she flapped at them or 
shooed them away, it’s possible 
she’s been marked,” he said. 

Matthews pointed to several 
studies by University of Wash¬ 
ington biologist John Marzluff 
who found crows remember 
individual human faces. 

George Clulow, president of 
B.C. Field Ornithologists, said 
crows also mark someone as a 
threat if they observe another

crow attacking someone who 
gets too close to a nest. 

“It’s their form of communi¬ 
cating concerns with an individ¬ 
ual through their behaviour,” he 
said. “They retain that memoiy 
for a while.” 

During nesting season, Mat¬ 
thews said crows go to great 
lengths to protect their nest 
because the birds have invested 
a lot of time into their young. 
When a human or animal gets 
too close to the nest, Matthews 
said crows will do everything 
they can to protect their young. 
“The best thing that (Lindgren) 
can do if she doesn’t want to 
move out of the city is to have a 
few unsalted peanuts in a shell 
and toss it to them. 

“As soon as they do that, the 
paradigm definitely shifts.”

Auditor general 
nitpicking: Senator 


Three of the Senate’s most influ¬ 
ential members have been found 
by the auditor general to have 
made ineligible expense claims, 
but one of the trio, Speaker Leo 
Housakos, says Michael Ferguson 
is being “nit-picky.” 

Housakos and James Cowan, 
the Liberal leader in the Senate, 
confirmed Thursday that they’re 
among the 21 senators deemed 
by Ferguson to have made 
questionable claims. 

Claude Carignan, government 
leader in the Senate, also made 
the list, sources familiar with 
the contents of the audit said. 

Cowan said his case involves 
just over $10,000 worth of travel 
claims, over which he said he’s 
having a “respectful disagree¬ 
ment” with Ferguson. Housakos 
said he also disagrees with some 
of Ferguson’s findings. 

Housakos said the auditor gen¬ 
eral is also challenging him on 
about $6,000 worth of contracts

In addition to the 21 
senators, Ferguson has 
deemed spending by an¬ 
other nine — two current 
and seven former — to have 
been egregious enough to 
warrant RCMP investigation. 

he issued rather than hire a full¬ 
time policy adviser. Ferguson had 
taken exception to the wording 
of the contracts, but Housakos 
said he plans to appeal the 
decision. 

“I think the auditor is being, 
in my particular case, nit-picky,” 
Housakos said, arguing that his 
contracting arrangements ac¬ 
tually saved the Senate money. 

The Senate received Fergus¬ 
on’s report, which is about 120 
pages, Thursday afternoon.

Liberal aims to get 
ad costs disclosed 


Federal political parties are being 
challenged to publicly disclose 
how much taxpayer-subsidized 
money they’re spending on ad¬ 
vertising during file unregulated 
pre-election season. 

The advent of fixed dates for 
federal elections has turned the 
months leading up to the Oct. 
19 national vote into a spend¬ 
ing free-for-all. 

Sen. Dennis Dawson says that 
makes a mockery of the strict 
spending limits imposed during 
election campaigns, which are 
meant to reduce the influence 
of money and level the playing 
field for all parties. 

Dawson, who sits as a Liberal 
senator, had hoped to compel 
parties to disclose how much

Anti-terror efforts 
get funding boost 


CSIS 

Canada’s spy 
agency among 
beneficiaries 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
played up his tough-on-terrorism 
credentials Thursday, announ¬ 
cing a trifecta of measures aimed 
at beefing up the country’s ability 
to thwart violent jihad. 

The measures, some previ¬ 
ously announced in the budget, 
include more money for Canada’s 
spy agency and more scrutiny of 
foreign visitors. 

“Jihadi terrorists have threat¬ 
ened Canada and Canadians by 
name and with a clarity that 


leaves no room for doubt,” Harp¬ 
er told a room filled with hand¬ 
picked observers. 

“We are increasing our cap¬ 
acity to detect terrorists and 
terrorist plots, to choke off the 
financing that supports them, 
and to secure our borders against 
known and suspected terrorists 
who wish to enter.” 

Among those on hand for the 
pre-election announcement at 
a Toronto north-end hotel were 
victims of terrorism, including 
Cindy Barkway, whose husband 
Dave died in the 9/11 attack on 
the World Trade Centre in New 
York. 

During his speech, Harper 
repeated a familiar refrain: that 
his Conservatives are the only 


party that can be counted on to 
protect the security interests of 
Canadians. 

Under the new measures, the 
federal government will commit 
$137 million more over five years 
to Canada’s Security and Intelli¬ 
gence Service (CSIS), along with 
$41 million more a year after¬ 
ward. The additional funding, 
Harper said, would allow CSIS 
to beef up its frontline capacity 
to counter terrorist threats and 
activities. 

Some experts, however, have 
argued the earmarked money 
simply isn’t much given the 
current threat environment, 
especially with legislation giv¬ 
ing the agency more power to 
stop Canadians from joining

Recognizing that terrorists 
"need cash," Harper also 
announced that Canada's 
tax authorities will put more 
emphasis on uncovering 
terror-related financing and 
the charities and organ¬ 
izations behind the money 
flow. The government also 
plans to expand biometric 
screening of foreign cit¬ 
izens coming to Canada.

U.S. weighs missile

OBAMA ADMINISTRATION 

Option to 
deploy missiles 
in Europe on 
the table 

The Obama administration is 
weighing a range of aggressive 
responses to Russia’s alleged vio¬ 
lation of a Cold War-era nuclear 
treaty, including deploying land- 
based missiles in Europe that 
could pre-emptively destroy 
the Russian weapons. 

This “counterforce” option 
is among possibilities the ad¬ 
ministration is considering as it 
reviews its entire policy toward 
Russia in light of Moscow’s mil- 
itaiy intervention in Ukraine, 
its annexation of Crimea and 
other actions the U.S. deems 
confrontational in Europe and 
beyond. 

The options go so far as one 
implied — but not stated ex¬ 
plicitly — that would improve 
the ability of U.S. nuclear 
weapons to destroy military 


targets on Russian territory. 

It all has a certain Cold War 
ring, even if the White House 
ultimately decides to continue 
tolerating Russia’s alleged flight- 
testing of a ground-launched 
cruise missile with a range pro¬ 
hibited by the treaty. 

Russia denies violating the 
treaty and has, in turn, claimed 
violations by the United States 
in erecting missile defences. 

It is unclear whether Russia 
has actually deployed the sus¬ 
pect missile or whether Wash¬ 
ington would make any militaiy 
move if the Russians stopped 
short of deployment. For now, 
administration officials say they 
prefer to continue tiying to talk 
Moscow into treaty compliance. 

In public, administration 
officials have used obscure 


terms like “counterforce” and 
“countervailing strike capabil¬ 
ities” to describe two of its mil¬ 
itaiy response options, appar¬ 
ently hoping to buy time for 
diplomacy. 

At his Senate confirmation 
hearing in Februaiy, Defence 
Secretary Ash Carter noted his 
concern about Russia’s alleged 
violation of the 1987 Intermedi¬ 
ate-range Nuclear Forces, or INF, 
treaty. He said disregard for 
treaty limitations was a “two- 
way street” opening the way 
for the U.S. to respond in kind. 

Western leaders are meeting 
Sunday and Monday for a G-7 
summit — from which Russian 
President Vladimir Putin has 
been excluded—where Russian 
aggression will be a key topic.

Bel! boss’ remarks 
upset Netflix users

President faces 
social media 
backlash over 
VPN comment 

The new head of Bell Media is 
facing a negative reaction across 
social media after saying it should 
be socially unacceptable for Can¬ 
adians to use technological tricks 
to access U.S. Netflix. 

Mary Ann Turcke told a To¬ 
ronto telecom conference on 
Wednesday that using virtual 
private networks to view content 
not available in Canada should 
become taboo. 

“It has to become socially 
unacceptable to admit to an¬ 
other human being that you are 
VPNing into U.S. Netflix, like 


throwing garbage out your car 
window,” she said. 

“We have to get engaged 
and tell people they are steal¬ 
ing. When we were young and 
made the error of swiping candy 
bars at the checkout of the gro¬ 
cery store, what did our parents 
do? They marched us back in, 
humiliated us, told us to apolo¬ 
gize to the nice lady and likely 
scolded us on the way home.” 

Turcke, who recently replaced 
Kevin Crull as the company’s 
president, recalled reprimanding 
her 15-year-old daughter over 
the teen’s use of a VPN to watch 
the American version of Netflix. 

Turcke criticized newspapers 
for publishing how-to articles 
she said were “educating the 
masses on how to get around 
copyright law.” 

Many scoffed at her comments 
on social media, calling them out 


of touch and unrealistic. 

“What is this, opposite day? 
The only people not using a VPN 
to use Netflix are those who don’t 
know how,” one tweeted. 

“I gladly do it, and lots of us 
did it when working for Bell. 
Offer choice or I’ll choose for 
myself,” wrote another. 

A few sided with Turcke, ac¬ 
cusing those who defended the 
practice of making excuses for 
their bad behaviour. 

“You can rationalize accessing 
foreign versions of Netflix all you 
want. The law is on Bell’s side,” 
another commenter wrote. 

VPNs allow users to mask the 
location of their IP address, cir¬ 
cumventing geographic restric¬ 
tions on online content. 

A spokesman for Bell Media 
said Turcke would not be avail¬ 
able for comment on Thursday.

My little brother came for a 
visit last week. 

These days, though, he’s 
more of a strapping young 
guy in his mid-20s. 

Watching his evolution — 
from the boy who ran with 
windmill legs to a truck¬ 
driving carpenter — has been 
fascinating and, sometimes, 
worrying. 

I’ve long felt deeply uneasy 
about the modem ideal of 
masculinity and its effect on 
him. Our culture glorifies the 
stoic man: in control, never 
vulnerable physically or 
emotionally. The consummate 
provider and leader. 

But why hear that from 
me, when you can hear it 
from Donovan McKenzie, 
founder of In the Heart of a 
Man, a new Toronto-based 
organization that is fighting 
to redefine masculinity. 

Tall, muscled and deep¬ 
voiced, McKenzie looks like 
a tough guy. And for years, 
that’s what he tried to be, 
until he realized that striving 
to constantly “be a man” left 
him depressed, even suicidal. 

“I grew up as this big 
black guy that was supposed 
to be strong. I grew up in a 
neighbourhood where it was 
really taboo to say you’re sad,” 
he told me. “I always heard in 
my head, ‘Man up.’ Men aren’t 
supposed to feel this way.” 

“Imagine if there’s some¬ 
thing I could turn to, so I 
didn’t have to hold this all in 
my heart?” he added. 
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He’s spoken to young men 
in schools and prisons about 
embracing their feelings and 
accepting themselves. He mns 
a Humans of New Yorlc-style 
photo blog about men and an 
online community. 

“Because of my story, I 
think it’s time to have that 
outlet,” he said. 

UBC’s dean of education, 

Dr. Blye Frank, would likely 
agree. Frank, who studies 
the links between masculin¬ 
ity and men’s education 
and health, argues that men 
engage in risky behaviours to 
show their manliness. That 
can lead to higher rates of 
accidental death and suicide, 
even cancer, than women. 

The new definition of mas¬ 
culinity remains up for grabs. 

It might mean, as it did 
for writer Navneet Alang, un¬ 
learning the sexism he grew 
up with. 

Even so, “I’m not sure I’ve 
gotten to the point of what an 
idealized form of masculinity 
might be,” Alang told me. 

As for my brother, he says 
masculinity means courage, 
restraint, and sacrifices “for 
yourself and your family.” 

Whatever the definition, 
though, it won’t be figured 
out by women like me. We 
need womansplaining as 
much as mansplaining these 
days. 

It will come from Frank, 
Alang, McKenzie, and my 
little/big brother. 

And, I hope, soon.

I used to find Melissa Mc¬ 
Carthy frustrating. 

Director Paul Feig called 
her “one of the funniest 
people in the world.” Her 
husband, actor Ben Falcone, 
said she “will do anything 
to get a laugh,” but her ten¬ 
dency to go for the easy gag 
often put me in the mind of 
Will Ferrell in his Blades of 
Glory nadir. 

Thanks to a string of hits 
like Bridesmaids, Identity 
Thief, The Heat and Tammy 

— and an $809 million box 
office total — McCarthy is a 
rarity in Hollywood: a female 
comedy superstar. 

Everyone agrees she is 
a skilled comic actor who 
amplifies the funny in good 
movies and elevates the jokes 
in lesser scripts but the latter 
is why I used to find her exas¬ 
perating. Much of her recent 
work — this weekend’s very 
funny Spy notwithstanding 

— has relied on her major 
personality to magnify minor 
material. 

There’s no arguing with 
the kind of financial success 


she has enjoyed but critical 
accolades have been elusive. 
The Wall Street Journal, for 
instance, said of Tammy, “The 
movie’s principal intention 
is to make you laugh at a 
loser, and revel in scenes from 
which polite people would in¬ 
stinctively turn away.” 

Bridesmaids was her flash¬ 
point, the film that broke her 
out of the TV sidekick tread¬ 
mill. As Megan — imagine a 
feral, female Guy Fieri — she 
stole the show out from under 
other, better-known stars like 
Kristen Wiig and earned an 
Oscar nomination. It’s a won¬ 
derful, weird performance 
that hinted at great things 
to come. 

But aside from a few in¬ 
spired moments she has not 
made good on the promise 
of Bridesmaids. Her work has 
come to rely too heavily on 
a stock character, the obnox¬ 
ious loser with a heart of gold 
buried beneath a thick shell of 
one-liners and non sequiturs. 

“I’ve played a lot of charac¬ 
ters who are very vocal, very 
aggressive,” she told me last 
year. “For the women I’ve 
played there is a reason why 
they are so ballsy and it is 
nice when you see the crack 
in the veneer and you realize, 
‘It’s part of their insecurity. 
They stay loud so nobody yells 
at them.’” 

It’s an interesting charac¬ 
ter breakdown but one that 
played itself out by the end of 
2013’s Identity Thief when, I 
believe, she became infected 
with Will Ferrell disease. 

There was a time when Fer¬ 
rell could do no wrong. At

least that’s what the directors 
of Blades of Glory, Land of the 
Lost and Semi-Pro thought. 
Popular with audiences, he 
was allowed to run riot in a 
series of so-so films resulting 
in the bleak middle period 
of his career where manic 
energy replaced humour in 
his films.

“I’m not talking about Me- 
tallica here. I was making her 
listen to Norwegian stuff. It’s 
just like one note ...

When I mention to Blythe 
Danner there is Academy 
Award buzz around her work 
as Carol, a widow taking ten¬ 
tative steps into the world of 
dating in the new film I’ll See 
You in My Dreams, she says,

Danner made her film 
debut in 1972, two years after 
she won a Best Supporting Ac¬ 
tress Tony Award for Butter¬ 
flies Are Free on Broadway. 
Since then she has amassed 
over one hundred film and 
television credits, including 
all three Meet the Parents 
movies and Sylvia, where she 
played the mother of Sylvia 
Plath as portrayed by her 
real-life daughter Gwyneth 
Paltrow. 

Remarkably, I’ll See You 
in My Dreams is her first 
lead role on the big screen. 
She plays Carol, a widowed 
woman whose carefully con¬ 
structed world is rattled when 
she starts dating Bill (Sam 
Elliott). 

“I think it is a very under¬ 
played role,” she says. “Yes, 
she runs the gamut of emo¬ 
tions but there is nothing that 
is very extreme in my playing 
of this role. It is heartening 
that people are touched by the 
whole film and if they are by 
my performance, that is very 
flattering but I don’t see it as 
an Oscar-worthy performance. 
I just don’t see it. The possi¬ 
bility seems absurd to me.”

When Daiyl Hannah heard the 
team behind The Matrix and 
Cloud Atlas were doing a Net- 
flix series, she was sold. The fact 
the Wachowskis’ mind-bending 
Sense8, which launches Friday 
on Netflix, deals with how hu¬ 
mans can be more connected 
and compassionate was icing 
on the cake. 

How was this project first ex¬ 
plained to you?

I wouldn’t really call it the 
science fiction realm. I mean, 
it’s fantastical, for sure, but 
it’s set in a veiy real world 
and present day, and there are 
no spaceships flying around 
or anything like that.

When extreme sports legend 
Dean Potter died leaping in a 
wingsuit from a ridge in Yosem- 
ite National Park three weeks 
ago, it thrust a somber spotlight 
upon the controversial sport of 
BASE jumping. 

But as tragic as that unfortu¬ 
nate death was, filmmaker 
Marah Strauch insists there’s 
a lot more positive in the ex¬ 
treme sport of diving from 
fixed structures (building, an¬ 
tenna, span, and Earth, hence 
the acronym) than people tend 
to understand. It’s something 
she hopes to reveal in her ac¬ 
claimed documentary, Sun¬ 
shine Superman. 

“There are a lot of amaz¬ 
ing things happening in BASE 


jumping,” said Strauch during 
a recent interview. Rattled by 
the media’s aversion “to report 
good news,” she mentioned 
there are few examples that 
get favorable coverage — most 
notably, Felix Baumgartner’s 
infamous 2012 supersonic sky¬ 
dive 24 miles above the Earth. 

“It was wonderful when 
the media talked about that,” 
said Strauch. “(But) I think 
that if he had passed away, it 
would’ve been an even bigger 
stoiy. People like sensational¬ 
ism (but) there’s all kinds of 
successful things happening 
in BASE jumping all the time.” 

In Sunshine Superman, 
Strauch primarily focuses on 
the in¬ 


spirational life of Carl Boenish 
— a cinematographer-turned- 
pioneering BASE jumper. As 
much as the movie utilizes 
Boenish’s own captivating 
16mm footage (which Strauch 
serendipitously stumbled upon 
through her uncle) to tell his 
story, the first-time director 
also aimed to present what 
people get out of leaping from 
tall buildings. 

“These people are veiy freely 
doing what they love,” said 
Strauch. “I identify with 
people who are true 
to their own 
vision of 
what 


life should be, whatever that 
may be. As long as it’s not 
harming anybody — to me, 
that’s something I can relate 
to.” 

Strauch may have gleaned in¬ 
spiration from Boenish’s found 
footage but admits she hasn’t 
tried BASE jumping. Instead, 
Strauch discovered the sport 
motivated her in another form 
— to make the documentaiy. 


“BASE jumping isn’t for 
everyone at all but I think that 
it’s something that people can 
be inspired by,” said Strauch. 
“For me, this idea of over¬ 
coming fears, this idea of tak¬ 
ing risks and being focused and 
concentrating on that moment 
of exit. In BASE jumping, if 
you’re not paying attention, 
you’re going to be dead. That, 
in life, is a really good 
lesson to learn.”

Bieber pleads guilty 
in collision case

Justin Bieber has pleaded 
guilty to assault and careless 
driving charges in connec¬ 
tion with a collision near his 
hometown of Stratford, Ont. 

A lawyer for Bieber con¬ 
firmed a dangerous driving 
charge that was laid in the 
case has been dropped. 

Lawyer Seith Weinstein con¬ 
firmed that a sentence of an 
absolute discharge on the as¬ 
sault charge and a $750 fine 
for the careless driving charge 
has been agreed on in the case. 

Bieber had been arrested 
and charged in the case in 
August last year after a colli¬ 
sion between a minivan and 
an ATV in a rural area north¬ 
east of Stratford. 


A lawyer for the singer had 
said Bieber was on a “peace¬ 
ful retreat” at the time with 
Selena Gomez — his on-again, 
off-again girlfriend — when it 
was disrupted by paparazzi. 

Ontario Provincial Police 
had said the driver of the ATV 
and an occupant of the mini- 
van “engaged in a physical 
altercation.” 

Const. Kees Wijnands said 
there were no injuries as a 
result of the collision, but 
wouldn’t say whether there 
were any injuries from the 
altercation. 

The court case had been 
set to go to trial in Stratford 
next month.

You would think life in Holly¬ 
wood could be a bit awkward 
when you’re best known for 
playing one the biggest (fictional) 
movie stars in the world, but Ad¬ 
rian Grenier insists his Entour¬ 
age character, Vincent Chase, 
hasn’t cast a shadow over his 
own career. 

“I mean, I think it’s a failure 
of imagination if you start to let 
your successes bog you down,” 
said Grenier. “If I have to work 
harder to convince people that 
I’m more than the character or I 
have other things up my sleeve, 
then so be it.” 

In fact, Grenier made peace 
with his fictional alter ego a long 
time ago — for self-preservation 
if for nothing else. 

“We’re sort of living vicari¬ 
ously through each other, com¬ 
fortably sharing the same space,” 
he said. “When people call me 
Vince, I answer. I don’t tiy to 
correct people. Because I am 
Vince to many people. I mean, 


even blurring the fines as much 
as the fact that Vince was Aqua- 
man and in real fife I do a lot of 
ocean work. I am Aquaman in 
real fife, in a way.” 

Of course, there really is 
an Aquaman coming — to be 
directed by Furious 7’s James 
Wan, from the same studio that 
released Entourage — but that 


one will star Jason Momoa, not 
Vincent Chase. Or Adrian Gren¬ 
ier. And just in case you were 
wondering, Grenier made no 
effort at all to get a shot at the 
superhero role that was such a 
success for Vinny Chase. 

“I think that would’ve been 
too silly,” he said. “I mean, if 
James Cameron was directing 


it I might be into it.” 

The Entourage film finds 
Vince a few years removed from 
the series’ triumphant finale, 
a hugely successful and newly 
divorced movie star who now 
wants to direct his first feature 
— a plot point Grenier, a director 
himself, had a hand in crafting. 

“Vince wanting to direct was 


part of what I was pushing for. I 
wanted to step up the character 
and allow him to evolve into that 
next stage of his career,” said 
Grenier. “But for the most part 
Doug [Elfin] borrows from a lot 
of our real fives and also from 
what’s happening out there in 
the Zeitgeist.” 

Of course, Grenier has earned

a unique view of the entertain¬ 
ment industry thanks to eight 
seasons and a movie spent play¬ 
ing Vince, and he insists the 
show’s depiction of Hollywood 
is not as exaggerated as some 
make it out to be. 

“It’s pretty realistic. It reflects 
a truth, a reality in Hollywood, 
certainly, but also in a culture 
that puts fame and fortune and 
conspicuous consumption at the 
front,” he said. 

“It’s wish-fulfillment fantasy, 
but at the same time it has some¬ 
thing that’s special about friend¬ 
ship and loyalty. And really it 
gives all the tools and guidelines 
on how to survive that world.”

It’s not easy being a female 
character in the hyper-male 
Entourage world, but somehow 
Emmanuelle Chriqui’s Sloan 
has managed to come out un¬ 
scathed.

The new EL James book Grey 
shot to the top of Amazon’s best¬ 
seller list ahead of its June 18 re¬ 
lease on the promise it will flip 
the perspective of her hard-sex 
Fifty Shades stoiy from inno¬ 
cent Anastasia Steele to kinky 
Christian Grey 

But her hordes of fans may 
not realize it’s not the first time 
James has explored her mas¬ 
sively popular trilogy from Chris- 
tian’s point of view. 

The new book, due out on 
Christian’s birthday, began like 
the previous three erotic novels, 
as Twilight fan fiction using Ste- 
phenie Meyer’s original charac¬ 
ters, hot vampire Edward Cullen 
and clumsy innocent Isabella 
Swan. James wrote about 50 
pages as an outtalce from Ed¬ 
ward’s point of view for a fund¬ 


raiser that benefitted a charity in 
2010 as she toiled in the FanFic- 
tion.net Twilight community 
of writers under the pen name 
Snowqueens Icedragon. 

“Some material in the book is 
drawn from that previous work,” 
acknowledged Paul Bogaards, 
a spokesman for the Knopf 
Doubleday Publishing Group 
that includes the Fifty Shades 
trilogy’s imprint, Vintage Books. 

The new book, Grey: Fifty 
Shades of Grey as Told by Chris¬ 
tian, was announced Monday 
and comes, James said, in re¬ 
sponse to numerous fan requests 
that she tell his side of the stoiy. 
It’s what she reportedly said 
back in 2010, when she first 
wrote from Edward’s point of 
view to help raise money to fight 
childhood cancer with other 
fan fiction writers for the non¬ 
profit Alex’s Lemonade Stand 


Foundation. 

The so-called EPOV pages were 
auctioned off and distributed 
to donors. 

Switching perspectives is com¬ 
mon among some fan fiction 
writers, who take on a variety 
of genres and styles while hon¬ 
ouring their favourite books, 
TV shows, movies and other 
entertainments. 

Readers who made it to the 
end of the third book in the 
trilogy, Fifty Shades Freed, al¬ 
ready know that she had teased a 
chapter written from Christian’s 
point of view, included at the 
back of the book. 

James’ Fifty Shades trilogy 
has sold more than 100 million 
copies worldwide. The first of 
at least three planned movies 
was a blockbuster that raked in 
nearly $570 million worldwide. 
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I think EL James is really 
canny about giving her core 
readership what they want.

Graydon Carter knew Caitlyn 
Jenner’s cover would be popu¬ 
lar, but this popular? 

That was a surprise. 

“I knew it would be a thing.

Soon after, Jenner herself 
helped break the Internet with 
a new Twitter account that set 
a record for the fastest trajec¬ 
tory to 1 million followers — 
up to 2.37 million four days 
later. She also amassed 1.5 mil¬ 
lion followers on Instagram. 

Jenner’s Old Hollywood 
style in a creamy corset for 
the cover and classic gowns in 
gold sequins and black were

important statements for her, 
said Jessica Diehl, the maga¬ 
zine’s fashion and style dir¬ 
ector who also attended the 
Gucci show. 

And Jenner — formerly 
Bruce — was definitely in 
charge when it came to her 
debut in the photos shot by 
Annie Leibovitz. 

“I think it was very import¬ 
ant for her to come out in a 
very iconic, timeless but very 
open way,” Diehl said. 

Did Diehl, who has styled 
numerous covers for the maga¬ 
zine, find herself managing 
Jenner’s nerves? 

“I think the relief she feels 
overcomes any nervousness,” 
Diehl said. 

The shoot required un¬ 
precedented security for the 
magazine. Diehl hunted for 
looks incognito in stores. 

“We did absolutely nothing 
digital. Normally we would 
send pictures to each other 
but everything was completely 
offline.” 

Has Diehl been in the busi¬ 
ness too long to be moved by 
the overwhelming attention 
for Jenner and the cover shoot?

THE POWER OF LANGUAGE 

What’s in a 
word? A lot, 
when it comes 
to identity

Sarah Rotella and Adrianna Di- 
Lonardo are often asked why 
their popular YouTube com¬ 
edy channel is called the Gay 
Women’s Channel. Both of its 
creators identify as lesbian — “I 
also identify as a catlady,” Rote¬ 
lla, 28, adds. 

“We like to use the term gay 
as a hat that includes everyone 
in the spectrum,” says DiLonar- 
do, 28. “It might not be politic¬ 
ally correct. Gay is usually asso¬ 
ciated with gay men.” 

With Pride festivities in full 
swing, how to refer to the com¬ 
munity that is being celebrated 
depends on whom you ask. 
Monikers span the overly sim¬ 
plistic term “gay” to the mouth¬ 
ful acronym “LGBTTIQQ2SA” 
(lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender, transsexual, intersex, 
queer, questioning, two-spirit, 
asexual/ally). 

“If you’re in the straight 
world, it would be the all-en¬ 
compassing word ‘gay,’” says 
Helen Kennedy, executive dir¬ 
ector of LGBT advocacy group 
EGALE. But you don’t have to 
look very far to find someone 
who bristles at being corralled 
into that catchall term. When 
pressed by Diane Sawyer prior 
to her transition, for example, 
Caitlyn Jenner described her¬ 
self as asexual. 

“I understand the ease of 
using just one word to sum it 
up, but there are lots of issues 
around who you are fighting 
for when you are saying ‘gay’ 
rights,” Sidney Drmay, co-or¬ 
dinator of the queer and trans 
group RyePride at Ryerson Uni¬ 


versity, says. “Are we thinking 
about black trans women or are 
we just thinking about white 
gay dudes?” 

Drmay, 20, identifies as 
queer and non-binary, using 
the pronouns “they, them and 
their” in place of “she/he, her/ 
him, and her/his.” “I don’t like 
the idea of girl/boy,” they says. 
“I prefer ‘them’ because I like 
being able to separate myself 
from the binary of gender. 
There are a lot of genders. Try¬ 
ing to insist that there are only 
two is ridiculous.” 

As the Outreach Committee 
Chair for Ottawa-based trans¬ 


gender group Gender Mosaic, 
Amanda Ryan has found it 
nearly impossible to come to a 
consensus on the trans experi¬ 
ence. “If you put 1,000 trans 
people into a room and ask 
them to come up with a defin¬ 
ition of trans you would come 
up with 1,000 different defin¬ 
itions,” says Ryan. 

Far simpler for the 63-year- 
old is navigating the pronouns 
“he” and “she.” 

“If I am presenting female, 
I do prefer the female pro¬ 
nouns,” she says. “And when 
I am presenting male it’s he. 
When I am addressed as female 


by the public it acknowledges 
that I am seen (as female) by 
them. It does make a differ¬ 
ence.” 

Jeremy Dutcher, 24, might 
swap his “he” pronouns for 
more gender-neutral pronouns 
when working in his capacity 
as the Aboriginal Projects Co¬ 
ordinator at EGALE. Dutcher 
identifies as two-spirit, an in¬ 
digenous concept for someone 
with two souls — one male, 
one female. 

Originally celebrated for 
their spiritual significance 
within indigenous tribes, today 
the term is applied broadly to 


indigenous people who identify 
as LGBTQ, 

While ‘2S,’ for two-spirit, is 
included in the larger acronym, 
Dutcher prefers the acronym 
LGBTQ (lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
trans and queer). But when 
EGALE was doing work sur¬ 
rounding youth homelessness, 
Dutcher advocated for the acro¬ 
nym LGBTQ2S to acknowledge 
the disproportionately high 
number of two-spirit youth liv¬ 
ing on the street. 

Yet using the full acronym — 
LGBTTIQQ2SA — can prompt 
a teachable moment. Drmay 
often uses it in their work with 


RyePride. “It’s also a really great 
learning opportunity because 
people might be like, I don’t 
recognize that letter,” they say. 
“What is that letter for?” 

And while LGBTTIQQ2SA 
doesn’t exactly roll off the 
tongue, the conversation alone 
has the power to raise aware¬ 
ness about gender and sexual 
identity. “Language is power¬ 
ful,” Dutcher says. “LGBT 
folks have been pushing those 
boundaries around, ‘what is 
inclusion?.’ The fact that we 
really make space for people to 
identify how they want to iden¬ 
tify I think is awesome.”

Is it okay to say "Gay 
Pride"? 

The most inclusive 
terminology is to say 
"the LGBT community." 
When we use the 
word gay, for some 
people lesbians are in¬ 
cluded, for some they are 
not, and using the word 
gay alone definitely does 
not include transsex¬ 
ual and transgendered 
people. 


What do I call the 
people in a same-sex 
couple? 

The most important 
thing is to not down¬ 
grade anyone in a rela¬ 
tionship. 

Partner is better than 
boyfriend if they are in a 
committed relationship 
and if they are mar¬ 
ried, husband or 
wife is preferred.

Pride festival continues to blossom

The old saying, it takes a vil¬ 
lage to raise a child, could 
also be used for a commun¬ 
ity growing a pride festival. 

Like many cities, Edmon¬ 
ton has watched with pride 
its own festival grow from 
what was once a protest in the 
1980s to what is now a blos¬ 
soming celebration enjoyed 
by thousands, pushing it far 
beyond its original roots. 

Marking 35 years since its 
inception, there has been a 
huge transformation to what 
the festival has grown into, 
says Edmonton Pride Festival 
Society communications dir¬ 
ector Emil Tiedemann. 

“The festival has become 
a community event where 
police, politicians, the gay 
community and its allies 
can gather and celebrate the 


people that made the move¬ 
ment possible,” he said, add¬ 
ing that Edmonton was one of 
the first cities in the country 
to have a pride festival. 

“We’ve come a long way 
over the last 35 years, as has 
the whole LGBTQ commun¬ 
ity, and so we’re going to use 
this special anniversary to 
remember and celebrate all 
the people and places that 
gave Edmonton its pride over 
the years.” 

And a lot has changed since 
that first protest, including 
acceptance in the community. 

“In that very first march, 
people wore paper bags over 
their heads to hide their iden¬ 
tity out of fear of losing their 
jobs or being isolated from 
their friends and family. These 
days, thousands of people 
proudly take part in the pa¬ 
rade with absolutely no fear.” 

Another change? 

The sheer amount of people 
attending pride every year, 
with 40,000 people expected 
to attend the 35th anniversary 
of the event. 

Tiedemann said it’s not just 
about the number of people, 
but the type of people at¬ 
tending who come from all 
walks of life, gay and straight. 


“There’s no more hiding 
underneath paper bags,” he 
said. 


EVENTS 

Changes to 
this year’s 
pride 
festival 

Edmontonians might notice 
a few changes at this year’s 
festival, which runs from 
June 5-14, with more than 
40,000 people expected to 
attend. 

This year’s festival is 
moving from downtown 
and Churchill Square to 
the Old Strathcona neigh¬ 
bourhood, with the parade 
marching down Whyte Av¬ 
enue, where it all began 35 
years ago. 

Besides the parade it¬ 
self, there are many other 
events to catch, includ¬ 
ing the Edmonton Queer 
History Project, which is 
a historical collaboration 
initiated by the Edmonton 
Pride Festival Society, and

Herdman 
motivates his 
players on 
and off pitch 

The Canadian women call John 
Herdman the “Black Flash” 
when their coach joins in on 
their soccer practices. It’s a 
name he gave himself, they 
note. 

Herdman, who played for 
his university as well as semi- 
pro teams back home in Eng¬ 
land, has a sense of humour. 
He also likes his party tricks 
on the ball. 

“He does have some moves,” 
said veteran midfielder Diana 
Matheson. “The Black Flash’s 
downfall is that he maybe uses 
too many moves and he gets 
himself into trouble and maybe 
causes a few goals against his 
team that way.” 

But most of all, Herdman is 
a master motivator and source 
of inspiration, his players say. 
No one works harder or longer. 

They say Herdman has made 
them better players and bet¬ 
ter people. 

Those skills will be put to 
the ultimate soccer test starting 
this weekend — the Women’s 
World Cup. Canada, ranked 
eighth in the world, opens Sat¬ 
urday against No. 16 China at 
Commonwealth Stadium. 

Herdman’s journey with the 
Canadian women started when 
he took over from Carolina 
Morace in the wake of a dis¬ 
astrous 2011 World Cup that 


saw Canada finish last. 

Ask the players what state 
they were in after the tour¬ 
nament in Germany, almost 
eveiy one uses the same word: 
broken. 

One of his mentors told 
Herdman he needed to find a 
way to get the Canadian team 


reconnected after the “trauma” 
of the 2011 World Cup. In doing 
his homework, Herdman was 
struck by Canada’s patriotism. 

“My first piece was like, 
‘Who are you as Canadians?’ 
That was my first question. 
Tell us,” said Herdman. “And 
we went 30 minutes in a meet¬ 


ing. They’d never been asked 
that before by a Norwegian or 
an Italian coach.” 

In Canada’s final warm-up 
game last week, every mem¬ 
ber of the match-day squad 
took the field for the anthems 
before facing England in Ham¬ 
ilton. They put their arms over

their neighbours’ shoulder and 
sang O Canada together. Only 
the English starters were on 
the field. 

Herdman has challenged his 
players to become true leaders, 
a subject they have literally 
studied off the field through 
books and lectures. He has had 
them strip away defence mech¬ 
anisms to share their emotions 
with their teammates, further 
strengthening team ties. 

Ask his players what it’s like 
working under Herdman, and 
they say it’s an honour and a 
privilege. 

“(He’s) somebody that knows 
absolutely how to get the best 
out of people,” said veteran 
defender Carmelina Moscato. 
“He’s a high-performing guy. 
He’s created the environment 
for that. And you talk about 
squeezing blood from a rock, 
I mean he’s really done it with 
a lot of us — reinventing us. 

“I’m 31 years old and he con¬ 
tinues to call me a modern 
centre back. So I’ll take it. It’s 
pretty awesome.”
